declared this week as he request-; 
ed that the project be advertis­ 
ed for bids at the earliest pos­ 
sible date.

supervisor pointed out that 
plans and specifications for the 
project have been completed for 
months, right-of-way has been 
acquired, funds have been allo­ 
cated, and that, the need for the 
project is urgent.

"In view of the serious prob­ 
lem of traffic congestion In the 
southwest part of Los Angeles 
County, I urge you to advertise 
for bids on .this vital project 
at the earliest possible date for 
the benefit of the motoring pub­ 
lic," Hahn stated in his letter 
to OilllB.

His campaign for the project 
has been strongly supported by 
members of the Inter   Cities 
Highway Committee, public of­ 
ficials, civic leaders and cham­ 
bers of commerce of the south­ 
west a*jd south bay sections of 
the county. A contingent of 40 
went with Supervisor Hahn to 
Sacramento last August, to urge 
the State Highway Commission 
to provide funds for extending 
the freeway to 190th street.

As a' result $8,700,000 has been 
allocated to the project, which 
will complete five additional 
miles of the Harbor freeway, 
which Is now nearing comple­ 
tion between 92nd and 124th 
streets.
